BY  DISTRICTS. 

CENSTTS  1870- 
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Baltimore  County  is  the  most  central  of  the  northern  tier  of 
counties,  and  one  o7  the  largest  in  the  State,  and  was  settled  prin¬ 
cipally  by  the  English.  It  is  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  Chesa¬ 
peake  Bay  and  Patapsco  River;  on  the  west  by  the  north  branch  of 
the  Patapsco  River  and  Carroli  County;  on  the  north  by  the  State 
Line,  and  on  the  east  by  Harford  County  and  Little  Gunpowder  Falls. 
Its  area  is  715  square  miles.  Population,  330,741. 

With  a  surface  generally  varied  and  uneven,  but  with  no  portion 
incapable  of  agricultural  improvements,  this  County  is  equal  to  the 
best  portions  of  the  State  for  all  industrial  employments. 

The  rivers  and  falls  which  traverse  its  interior,  afford  immense 
water  power,  and  are  the  sites  of  milling  operations  as  extensive  as 
are  found  in  any  other  portion  of  the  Union. 

The  Chesapeake  Bay,  which  bounds  this  County  on  the  south, 
was  first  explored  by  the  celebrated  Captain  John  Smith,  in  the 
year  1608.  He  was  compelled  to  return  from  his  first  attempt 
owing  to  the  apprehensions  of  some  of  his  crew.  Immediately 
after  his  return  to  Virginia,  he  fitted  out  another  expedition  com¬ 
posed  of  six  gentlemen  and  six  soldiers,  and  started  again  to 
gratify  his  adventurous  spirit  and  explore  the  Chesapeake.  He 
found,  30  leagues  to  the  northward  of  the  Patuxant,  a  river  not 
inhabited,  yet  navigable.  From  the  red  clay  found  on  its  banks, 
resembling  bole  armoniac^*  he  called  it  Bolus  River. 

That  river  is  now  called  the  Patapsco,  and  upon  its  banks  stands 
a  growing  city  with  a  population  of  350,000  souls.  In  his  progress 
up  the  bay  from  the  Bolus,  he  kept  the  shore  to  seek  for  savages, 
but  with  30  leagues  sailing  he  saw  none,  because  it  was  a  barren 
country.”  He  ascended  the  Bush  River,  which  he  called  Willough¬ 
by,  after  his  native  town,  Lincolnshire,  England,  perhaps  in  honor 
of  Peregrine  Bertie,  Lord  Willoughby,  of  Lincolnshire.  He  dis¬ 
covered  Pool's  Island,  which  he  called  Powell’s  Island,  from  one 
of  the  gentlemen  of  the  party ;  and  at  the  head  of  the  bay  he  found 
the  great  Susquehannock  Indians,  whom  Smith  describes  as  a 
'‘giant-like  people,”  who  c^e  to  him  with  presents  of  venison, 
tobacco,  pipes  three  feet  long,  baskets,  targets  and  bows  and  arrows. 
They  were  clad  with  the  skins  of  bears  and  wolves,  and  he  describes 
one  as  having  the  head  of  a  wolf  hanging  on  a  chain  for  a  jewel. 
From  all  that  can  be  learned  this  tribe  of  Indians  had  their  seat 
upon  the  head  waters  of  the  bay,  or  northern  part  of  this  and  Har¬ 
ford  Counties,  and  perhaps  assembled  in  council  at  the  celebrated 
rocks  of  Deer  Creek,  where  tradition  has  assigned  them  a  location. 
Tlieir  empire  extended  from  the  Chesapeake  to  the  Alleghanies 
and  from  the  Patuxant,  on  the  south,  to  the  Susquehanna. 

In  March,  1776,  the  British  sloop  of  war  Otter,  Capt.  Squires, 
commander,  made  a  demonstration  in  the  Patapsco,  but  Capt. 
Nicholson,  of  the  Maryland  Navy,  with  the  Defence,  a  vessel  be¬ 
longing  to  the  State,  was  at  the  time  in  Baltimore,  and  getting 
under  way  soon  drove  the  marauders  from  the  river  and  captured 
four  or  five  of  their  boats.  In  consequence  of  this  demonstration 
by  the  enemy,  vessels  were  sunk  in  and  a  chain  drawn  across  the 
harbor  of  Baltimore  as  a  means  of  defense,  while  Fell’s  Point  was 
fortified  and  a  battery  of  18  guns  was  erected  on  Whetstone’s 
Point,  where  Fort  McHenry  now  stands,  and  which  point  was  j 
made  memorable  during  the  war  of  1812,  between  the  British  and  I 
United  States  forces,  at  which  time  our  soul-stirring  national  song  i 
the  “Star  Spangled  Banner”  was  composed  by  Francis  Barton  ; 
Key.  i 

An  excellent  wheat  soil  has  been  produced  in  some  parts  of  the  • 
County  by  the  decomposition  of  hornblende  rocks,  forming  what  ; 
are  called  “red  lands.”  The  climate  is  mild,  and  more  constant  ; 
than  further  south.  Oak,  hickory,  chestnut,  fir,  maple,  dogwood,  i 
cedar,  ash,  locust  and  pine  are  the  chief  varieties  of  timber.  The  i 
mineral  productions  of  this  County  are  also  important.  It  has  I 
several  varieties  of  building  stone,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Baltimore  I 
City  gneiss  is  most  abundant,  and  is  that  generally  used  in  the  city,  i 
There  is  also  found  in  the  County  large  banks  of  red  and  yellow  | 
ochre  and  magnesia,  and  clay  suitable  for  making  bricks  exists  in  ; 
abundance.  Mineral  springs  are  of  frequent  occurrence.  | 

In  the  neighborhood  of  Texas  and  Cockeysville,  on  the  line  of  i 
the  Northern  Central  Railroad,  are  extensive  marble  quarries  from  j 
which  came  the  large  monoliths  of  the  Capitol  at  Washington,  \ 
and  the  fine  grained  alum  marble  used  in  building  the  Patent  i 
Office.  I 

In  1790  the  population  of  the  County  amounted  to  38,937;  in 
1820,  96,201;  in  1830,  120,870;  in  1840,  134,379;  in  1850,  ; 
210,646;  and  in  1870,  it  was  330,741.  j 

The  County  was  formed  in  the  year  1660,  presumably  by  the  ' 
Lord  Proprietary  rather  than  by  Act  of  Assembly.  i 

Although  the  Assembly,  at  a  later  date,  erected  counties  by  i 
legislative  enactments,  yet  the  laying  out  of  counties  was  within  j 
the  executive  power  of  the  Lord  Proprietary’s  royal  prerogative;  i 


and  was  deemed  to  appertain  to  his  palatinate  regalia,  upon  the 
same  principle  that  the  counties  of  England  were  originally  laid 
out  by  the  great  King  Alfred. 

In  the  year  1683  the  town  of  Baltimore  was  located,  according 
to  the  old  maps,  near  the  Susquehanna  River,  on  some  confluent 
of  the  bay,  probably  the  Bush,  or,  as  Capt.  Smith  called  it,  the 
Willoughby  River.  From  the  few  records  that  remain  of  the  early 
history  of  this  portion  of  the  State,  the  first  settlement  took  place 
on  that  river,  and  subsequently  the  population  seemed  to  tend 
towards  the  Gunpowder,  owing  propably  to  its  being  navigable  to 
a  greater  distance  inland  than  the  Bush  River. 

In  1684,  a  town  was  erected  by  Act  of  Assembly,  on  the  lands 
of  Cornwallis  or  Leakins,  in  Middle  River,  but  it  being  deemed 
unsuitable  on  account,  no  doubt,  of  its  being  inaccessible  from  the 
interior,  and  navigable  only  to  an  inconsiderable  distance,  it  was 
abandoned  in  1687,  by  Act  of  Assembly. 

In  the  year  1706,  a  town  was  located  at  “Whetstone  Neck”  on 
the  Patapsco  River,  and  upon  the  land  called  “Chilberry”  on  the 
Bush  River,  and  a  town  on  “Foster’s  Neck”  on  Gunpowder 
River. 

In  the  year  1707,  the  Assembly  directed  that  the  place  appointed, 
for  a  town  on  Gunpowder  River,  on  the  land  called  “Foster’s 
Neck,”  be  deserted;  and  in  lieu  thereof  50  acres  of  land  to  be 
erected  into  a  town,  on  a  tract  of  land  belonging  to  Anne  Felks, 
called  Taylor’s  Choice,  and  that  the  court  house  of  said  county  be 
built  there. 

'  Judging  from  the  language  of  the  Act,  the  County  had  no  public 
buildings  at  the  time,  but  the  court  met  in  a  building  belonging 
to  some  private  citizen,  probably  the  public  inn  or  tavern  in  the 
Baltimore  town  that  appears  on  the  old  map,  near  the  Susquehanna, 
or  it  may  be  the  court  held  its  session  in  the  town  (Baltimore) 
that  was  laid  out  on  the  land  called  Chilberry  or  Bush  River. 

This  town  was  subsequently  the  first  County-seat  of  Harford 
County,  and  was  denominated  by  the  General  Assembly  Harford 
town. 

There  seems  to  have  been  some  difficulty  about  the  location  of 
the  court  house  at  Joppa.  Her  Majesty  Queen  Anne  dissented  to  the 
Act,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  her  dissent  was  made  known  to 
the  Province  until  just  prior  to  the  session  of  1712,  when  in  No¬ 
vember  of  that  year,  the  Assembly  passed  another  Act,  “that 
Baltimore  County  Court  shall  be  from  henceforth  held  at  the  said 
house  now  built  at  the  said  town  of  Joppa  and  not  elsewhere;  and 
that  the  same  house  be  to  all  intents,  construction  and  purposes, 
adjudged,  used,  reputed  and  taken  as  the  proper  court  house  of  Balti¬ 
more  County.  And  forasmuch  as  writs  of  election  have  been 
lately  issued  to  the  Sheriff  of  Baltimore  County  to  cause  four  dele¬ 
gates  to  be  elected  for  the  said  County  to  represent  them  in  this  pre¬ 
sent  General  Assembly,  and  publication  of  the  same  is  already 
made,  to  be  held  at  the  ‘  Gunpowder  Neck,  ’  where  the  old  court  house 
for  the  County  was,  therefore  the  election  took  place  at  Joppa.” 

As  an  inducement  for  people  to  trade  at  Joppa  a  discount  of  ten 
per  cent,  was  allowed  every  debtor  who  paid  his  debts  in  tobacco 
delivered  there. 

Up  to  the  division  of  the  County  into  districts,  in  the  year  1779, 
all  elections  were  held  by  the  Sheriff  at  the  court  house  or  place  of 
meeting  of  the  County  Court.  The  Sheriff  called  together  three  or 
more  justices  of  the  court  who,  with  the  clerk  of  the  County  Court, 
were  required  to  sit  as  a  court  and  during  their  sitting  the  Sheriff  was 
to  “make”  or  cause  to  be  made  a  public  proclamation,  thereby  giv¬ 
ing  notice  to  all  free  men  of  the  said  County,  who  have  within 
said  County  a  free  hold  of  50  acres  of  land,  or  who  shall  be  resi¬ 
dents  and  have  a  visible  estate  of  40  pounds  sterling  at  the  least, 
thereby  requiring  them  to  appear  at  the  County  court  house  at  a 
certain  time,  not  less  than  two  days  from  such  proclamation,  for 
electing  and  choosing  delegates  and  deputies  to  serve  forsaid  County 
in  a  “  General  Assembly.  ’  ’  And  they  continued  to  vote  at  the  court 
house  of  the  County  down  to  1799  or  1800. 

It  conclusively  appears  that  the  town  on  “Foster’s  Neck”  was 
the  second  county  town,  Joppa  the  third,  Baltimore  the  fourth, 
and  Towsontown  the  fifth. 

In  the  year  1766,  the  County  was  divided  into  four  parishes, 
viz:  St.  Paul’s,  St.  Thomas’,  St.  John’s,  and  St.  George’s,  and  the 
levy  list  of  that  year  gives  the  names  of  the  Hundreds  and  the 
number  of  taxable  polls  in  the  County. 

St.  Paul’s  Parish,  Baltimore  Town,  West  Hundred,  contained 
405  taxables;  do.  East  Hundred,  15 1;  Patapsco,  Lower  Hundred, 
371;  Patapsco,  Upper  Hundred,  320;  Middlesex  do.,  194;  Back 
River,  Lower  do.,  301;  Total,  1,742. 

St.  Thomas  Parish;  Back  River,  Upper  Hundred,  contained 
649;  Soldiers  Delight  do.,  568;  Delaware  do.,  300;  Pipe  Creek 
do.,  219;  Total,  1,736. 


St.  John’s  Parish;  Middle  River,  Lower  Hundred,  480;  Gun¬ 
powder,  Lower  do.,  266;  Middle  River,  Upper  do.,  227;  North 
Upper  Hundred,  231;  Gunpowder  Upper  do.,  486;  Lower  Hun» 
dred,  220;  Total,  2,740. 

St.  George’s  Parish;  Spesutia,  Lower Himdred,  604;  do.  Upper 
Hundred,  450;  Susquehanna  do.,  431;  Deer  Creek  do.,  318; 
Upper  do.,  234;  Total,  2,038. 

Grand  total,  8,256,  at  70  lbs.  of  tobacco  per  poll,  making 
565,104  lbs.  of  tobacco,  the  amount  of  revenue  raised  by  the 
County  for  the  year  1766,  which  at  3j^  cents  per  pound,  the  legal 
value,  amounted  to  118,836  80,  or  a  fraction  over  $2  26  for  every 
taxable  inhabitant. 

By  the  Act  of  1 798,  chapter  115,  Baltimore  County  was  laid  out 
into  seven  election  districts  outside  the  limits  of  Baltimore  City, 
and  the  city  was  sub-divided  into  eight  districts,  which  districts, 
by  subsequent  legislative  enactment,  became  known  as  wards. 

By  the  Act  of  1799,  chapter  50,  Commissioners  were  appointed 
in  all  the  counties  of  the  State  to  lay  them  off  in  election  districts, 
and  Richard  Johns,  Zachariah  McCobbin,  Josiah  Pennington, 
William  Gwynn,  Nicholas  Merryman,  Francis  Snowden,  Charles 
Jessop,  George  Nace,  Jr.,  and  Beall  Owings,  of  Christopher,  were 
appointed  to  lay  off  and  bound  the  seven  districts  into  which  Bal¬ 
timore  County  was  divided,  and  to  fix  the  places  for  holding  the 
elections  in  each  district.  Prior  to  this  time,  and  from  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  the  colony,  the  counties  were  divided  into  Parishes,  and 
the  Parishes  sub-divided  into  Hundreds. 

The  first  County  Court  that  met  in  the  County  held  its  first 
session  at  the  dwelling  house  of  Capt.  Thomas  Howell,  in  the  year 
1661. 

In  the  year  1698,  the  divison  line,  between  Baltimore  and  Anne 
Arundle  Counties  was  established. 

Beginning  at  three  marked  trees,  viz:  a  white  oak,  a  red  oak 
and  a  chestnut  tree,  standing  one  and  one  quarter  miles  south¬ 
ward  of  Bodkin’s  Creek,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay. 
The  marked  red  oak,  on  the  right,  stands  for  Baltimore  County, 
the  chestnut  tree,  on  the  left,  for  Anne  Arundel  County,  and  the 
white  oak  in  the  middle.  From  thence  the  line  took  a  generally 
westerly  course  along  the  draughts  of  the  Magothy  and  Patapsco 
Rivers  until  it  comes  to  a  mountain  of  “  white  stone  rock,”  thence 
west  to  the  main  road  to  Patapsco  Ferry  to  the  two  marked  pine 
trees  standing  near  the  “Ready  Branch,”  written  at  large  on  the 
north  side  of  said  trees." Baltimore  County,”  and  the  south  side 
“Anne  Arundle  County,”  thence  west  north-west  to  the  Patapsco 
River  and  so  up  said  river  to  the  end  thereof,  thence  to  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  line ;  all  north  of  said  division  to  be  Baltimore  County, 
all  south  Anne  Arundel  County.  The  southern  boundary  of 
the  County  remained  as  prescribed  by  that  Act  until  1727,  two 
years  before  the  foundation  of  Baltimore  City. 

On  the  25th  of  July,  1726,  an  Act  was  passed  declaring  that  on 
and  after  the  last  day  of  May,  1727,  all  south  of  the  Patapsco 
River  should  belong  to  “Anne  Arundel  County.”  The  County 
retained  these  bounds  until  the  2d  of  March,  1774,  when  a  con¬ 
siderable  body  of  the  inhabitants  of  Baltimore  County  petitioned 
for  a  division  of  the  County,  and  it  was  enacted  that  all  that  part 
of  Baltimore  County  included  within  a  line  drawn  from  the  mouth 
of  the  Little  Gunpowder,  and  running  with  said  river  to  the 
fountain  head,  and  from  thence  to  the  temporary  line  of  the 
province,  and  thence  with  the  temporary  line  to  the  Susquehanna 
River,  thence  to  the  Chesapeake  Bay  and  thence  with  said  bay, 
including  Spetutia  and  Pool’s  Island  to  the  mouth  of  the  Gun¬ 
powder  River,  and  thence  up  the  said  river  to  the  beginning  afore- 
foresaid.  To  this  was  given  the  name  of  Harford  County. 

For  63  years  after  this  the  County  maintained  its  boundaries, 
when  in  the  year  1836,  after  several  petitions  to  establish  a  County 
to  be  known  as  Westminster  County,  the  legislature  erected  Carroll 
County  out  of  Baltimore  and  Frederick  Counties. 

In  the  year  1 768,  an  Act  was  passed  for  the  erection  of  a  court 
house  and  public  prison,  for  Baltimore  County,  at  Baltimore  town, 
and  for  making  sale  of  the  old  court  house  and  prison. 

By  this  Act,  authority  was  given  the  levy  court  to  apportion  and 
lay  out  not  more  than  one  and  a  half  acres,  at  the  upper  end  of 
Calvert  street,  next  to  Jones  Falls,  and  to  contract  for  and  build 
thereon  a  court  house  and  prison,  and  directed  the  levying  of 
300,000  lbs.  of  tobacco  to  defray  the  expenses  thereof.  This  court 
house  was  constructed  upon  the  ground  where  the  Battle  Monu¬ 
ment  now  stands,  on  Calvert  street,  where  the  court  held  its 
sessions  until  about  the  beginning  of  the  last  war  with  Great 
Brittain,  when  a  new  building  was  erected  upon  the  site  now  oc¬ 
cupied  by  the  court  house  in  Baltimore  City. 

In  1834  it  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  the  present  court  house  in 
Baltimore  City  was  erected  and  occupied  until  the  erection  of  the 
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court  house  at  Tow'sontown,  the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  on 
i9ih  of  October,  1854,  on  which  occasion  an  address  was  deliver¬ 
ed  by  the  Hon.  Coleman  Sellott. 

The  building  was  about  two  years  in  course  of  erection,  and  the 
court  held  its  hrst  session  in  it  at  the  December  term,  1856. 

The  York  Turnpike,  which  passes  through  Towsontown,  as 
originally  surveyed  and  laid  out,  ran  considerably  west  of  its 
present  location,  and  from  information  given,  passed  near  where 
the  jail  now  stands,  through  Dr.  Bosley’s  property,  thence  over 
what  was  then  called  Satter  Ridge,  by  the  Gap  near  the  Marsh 
family  burying  ground,  back  of  Sandy  Bottom,  and  did  not  strike 
the  present  location  until  it  reached  the  property  owned  by  Nor¬ 
wood,  but  now  part  of  the  Hampton  estate,  and  where  Wm.  J.  B. 
Parlett  has  for  so  many  years  resided.  Ezekiel  Towson  was  not 
satisfied  with  the  location,  and  in  the  year  1779,  he  petitioned  the 
General  Assembly  to  have  it  changed  and  it  was  enacted,  “That 
the  York  Turnpike  Road,  when  altered,  shall  pass  by  or  near  the 
buildings  of  the  said  Ezekiel  Towson,  that  is  to  say,  beginning  for 
the  said  alteration  at  the  place  where  the  said  Turnpike  Road  in¬ 
tersects  the  orchard  of  John  Hopkins,  and  running  thence  with  a 
straight  line  until  it  intersects  the  Old  York  Road,  at  or  near 
Ezekiel  Towson’s  tavern;  thence  until  it  again  intersects  the  said 
Turnpike  as  bid  down  and  confirmed  by  the  Commission  of 
Review.” 

A  great  many  people  consider  General  Nathan  Towson  the 
patron  of  the  place,  (Towsontown,)  and  that  the  town  was  named 
in  his  honor,  yet  it  does  not  appear  that  he  resided  there,  and  the 
truth  of  history  requires  that  Ezekiel  Towson,  rather  more  than 
the  famous  General,  should  be  considered  the  real  founder  of 
Towsontown. 

In  the  year  1695,  the  first  public  post  was  established  to  run 
from  the  Potomac  River,  by  way  of  Annapolis,  to  Philadelphia. 
ITie  route  followed  was  by  what  is  now  known  as  the  Old  Philadel¬ 
phia  Road,  which  crosses  the  Gunpowder  at  the  Long  Calin  Ferry, 
considerably  east  of  where  the  present  Havre-de-Grace  Turnpike 
crosses  it.  But  eight  trips  a  year  was  required  by  law  to  be  made, 
and  50  pounds  sterling  was  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury  to  the 
owner. 

In  1766,  there  were  five  tobacco  warehoases  in  the  County,  viz: 
Otter  Point,  Baltimore  town,  Joppa,  Rock  Run  and  Swan  Creek. 

George  Bradford  and  Alexander  McComas  were  inspectors  at 
Otter  Point;  Oliver  Cromwell  and  Beall  Owings  at  Baltimore 
town;  John  Howard  and  Edward  Deye  at  Joppa,  and  William 
Hopkins  at  Rock  Run.  In  1772,  the  then  Sheriff  of  the  County 
sold  to  Benjamin  Ramsey  the  old  court  house  o.f  Joppa,  for  the 
sum  of  500  pounds  sterling.  Of  the  fate  of  that  building  we  are 
not  informed.  The  whole  population  sterns  to  have  abandoned 
Joppa  with  the  court,  and  none  were  left  through  whom  tradition 
could  transmit  history}  and  now  but  a  remnant  of  a  solitary 
house,  on  the  nacth  site  of  the  Great  Gunpowder  River,  occupies 
the  l:>nc4y  and  desolate  site  of  the  once  proud  metropolis  of  north¬ 
ern  Maryland  and  capital  of  Baltimore  County.  Joppa,  at  one 
time,  held  direct  trade  with  the  principal  nations  of  Europe,  as 
wlII  as  the  West  Indies,  and  we  have  record  of  vessels  clearing  from 
that  point  direct  for  Lisbon,  in  the  Kingdom  of  Portugal. 

At  what  time  the  court  was  removed  to  Baltimore,  does  not  pre¬ 
cisely  appear.  The  oldest  levy  to  which  there  is  access,  is  for  the 
year  1766.  In  this  levy  there  is  an  allowance  of  3,000  lbs.  of  to¬ 
bacco  to  William  Andrews,  for  house  room,  candles,  fire,  &c.,  for 
the  use  of  the  court.  In  the  levy  for  the  year  1 769,  Jacob  Myers  was 
allowed  6,000  lbs.  of  tobacco  for  similar  services.  In  the  year  1773, 
Robert  Riddle  was  paid  2,300  lbs.  of  tobacco  for  use  of  house, 
fire,  &c.,  during  the  months  of  February  and  March. 

These  items,  we  think,  show  conclusively  that  Joppa  had  been 
abandoned  and  that  there  was  no  regular  place  to  hold  court. 
After  the  years  1774  the  court  appears  to  have  been  held  in  the 
market  house,  built  on  land  leased  from  Thomas  Harrison,  and 
which  stood  above  the  present  Centre  Market,  near,  if  not  in  the 
present  Frederick  street,  where  it  continued  to  hold  its  sessions 
until  the  completion  of  the  court  house  on  Calvert  street. 

It  was  from  this  court  hoiise  or  market  house  that  the  Declara¬ 
tion  of  Independence  was  read  on  the  29th  of  July,  1776. 

Robert  Christie  was  then  sheriff,  and  he  was  appointed  to  read 
the  declaration.  He  refused  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the 
Committee  of  Observation,  and  in  consequence  of  threats  made 
against  him  he  withdrew  into  the  country.  His  father  was  a  prom¬ 
inent  member  of  the  Committee  of  Observation  formed  in  the 
County,  but  after  the  publication  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen¬ 
dence  both  withdrew  from  the  country  and  went  to  reside  in 
England. 

In  the  year  1773  provision  was  made  by  the  General  Assembly 
f<>r  the  erection  of  an  alms-house.  The  property  upon  which  it 
was  built  lay,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  between  Biddle 
street  on  the  north  and  west,  Madison  street  on  the  south,  and 
North  ftrecton  the  east.  In  1819  the  County  and  City  purchas¬ 
ed  the  property  on  the  Calverton  road,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
an  alms-house,  and  the  property  purchased  in  1773  was  leased  at 
public  auction. 


The  people  of  Baltimore  County  were  very  active  in  the  cause 
of  independence,  and  entered  with  great  enthusiasm  upon  the  work 
of  freeing  the  country  from  the  oppressor,  and  of  constructing  a 
great  government  out  of  the  thirteen  sparsely  populated  Colonies, 
destined  to  become  the  asylum  of  the  downtrodden  and  oppressed 
of  every  land. 

The  delegates  from  this  County  in  the  convention  which  framed 
the  original  constitution  of  the  State,  were  Charles  Ridgely,  Thos. 
Cockey  Deye,  John  Stevenson  and  Peter  Shepherd. 

The  people  of  this  County  early  manifested  a  lively  interest  in 
the  wrongs  they  suffered  from  the  English  Navigation  Acts,  and  in 
May,  1769,  entered  into  a  non-importation  agreement,  and  kept 
pace  with  the  people  of  the  other  colonies  in  their  resistance  of 
British  tyranny.  It  seems  that  Newport,  R.  L,  had  abandoned 
their  opposition  to  the  importation  of  British  Goods,  for  the  people 
of  this  County  assembled  in  public  meeting,  complained  in  a 
series  of  pertinent  resolutions  of  the  violation  of  the  non-importa¬ 
tion  agreement  by  the  people  of  Newport.  Again  on  the  24th  of 
October,  1770,  owing  to  the  violation  of  the  agreement  by  Phila¬ 
delphia,  they  resolved  that  they  were  determined  to  depart  from 
the  non-importation  agreement  and  import  every  kind  of  goods 
from  Great  Britain,  such  only  excepted  on  which  duties  are  or  here¬ 
after  may  be  imposed  by  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain.  But  the 
most  important  meeting  was  held  when  the  free-holders  and 
gentlemen  of  Baltimore  County  were  called  together  by  Robert 
Alexander,  Robert  Christie,  Sr.,  Thomas  Harrison,  Isaac  Van 
Bibber,  Samuel  Purviance  and  others,  by  a  card  published  in  the 
“Maryland  Gazette”  of  that  day.  This  meeting  was  held  at  the 
house  wherein  the  court  held  its  session,  on  Tuesday,  May  31st, 
1774.  It  was  presided  over  by  Capt.  Charles  Ridgely.  This 
meeting,  after  a  few  patriotic  speeches,  passed  a  series  of  eight 
resolutions,  of  which  the  most  important  is  the  4th,  which  passed 
unanimously,  and  provided  for  the  appointment  of  delegates  to 
attend  a  General  Congress  of  Deputies  from  each  county  in  the 
State,  and  also  delegates  to  attend  a  General  Congress  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  other  Colonies.  The  5th  resolution,  also 
unanimously  adopted,  declared  their  determination  to  break  off 
all  trade  and  dealings  with  that  colony,  province  or  town  which 
refused  to  come  to  a  similar  resolution.  The  6th  resolution  ap¬ 
pointed  Capt.  Charles  Ridgely,  Charles  Ridgely,  son  of  John, 
Walter  Tolly,  Thomas  Cockey  Deye,  William  Lox,  Robert  Alex¬ 
ander,  Samuel  Purviance,  John  Moale,  Andrew  Buchanan,  and 
George  Ristean,  as  a  committee  to  attend  a  general  meeting  at 
Annapolis ;  and  thus  the  said  gentlemen,  together  with  John  Smith, 
Thomas  Harrison,  William  Buchanan,  Benjamin  Nicholson, 
Thomas  Sollers,  William  Smith,  James  Gittings,  Richard  Moale, 
Jonathan  Plowman  and  William  Spear,  be  a  Committee  of  Corres¬ 
pondence  to  receive  and  answer  all  letters,  and  on  any  emergency 
to  call  a  public  meeting,  and  that  any  six  members  have  power  to 
act.  This  was  the  first  Committee  of  .Safety  appointed  in  the 
State.  The  7th  resolution  provided  for  the  publication  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  meeting  to  be  made,  to  evince  to  all  the  world 
the  sense  they  entertain  of  the  invasion  of  their  constitutional 
rights  and  liberties.  The  4th  resolution  looked  to  the  abandon¬ 
ment  of  the  negative  policy  heretofore  pursued,  of  protestation,  and 
the  adoption  of  positive  aggressive  measures,  to  settle  and  establish 
a  general  plan  of  conduct,  and  to  secure  to  themselves  and  their 
posterity  the  inestimable  blessings  of  liberty. 

To  the  people  of  Baltimore  County  then  belongs  the  honor  of 
having  been  the  first  to  recommend  the  meeting  of  that  Congress 
of  Colonies  which  assembled  in  Philadelphia.  On  Monday,  the 
29th  of  July,  1776,  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  read  at 
the  court  house.  That  night  Baltimore  town  was  illuminated  and 
the  effigy  of  George  III  was  carted  through  the  streets  and  com¬ 
mitted  to  the  flames. 

In  1776,  there  were  7,707  taxable  polls  in  Baltimore  County, 
and  the  population  was  about  12,000,  which  of  course  included 
Baltimore  town.  During  the  period  of  the  Revolution,  the 
people  felt  the  necessity  of  fostering  the  manufacture  of  various 
articles  of  prime  necessity.  The  proceedings  of  the  convention, 
at  that  time,  are  full  of  petitions  from  various  parts  of  the  State 
for  bounties  to  individuals,  to  enable  them  to  start  manufactories 
of  different  kinds,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  parties  receiving  them  in 
manufactured  articles.  Among  others  from  this  County  Robert 
Riddle  received  1,000  pounds  sterling  from  the  public  treasury, 
to  enable  him  to  carry  on  a  linen  factory  and  bleach  field.  He 
was  required  to  give  bond,  with  good  security,  to  restore  the  same 
in  13  months,  either  in  money  or  such  brown  or  white  linen  as  the 
Convention  or  Council  of  Safety  might  direct,  and  at  such  a  price 
as  they  might  set. 

Manufacturing  has  been  carried  on  to  a  great  extent  in  the 
County  and  Stale.  At  present  the  seat  of  the  cotton  manufacto¬ 
ries  is  on  Jones  Falls,  five  miles  from  Baltimore  City.  The 
Woodberry  Mills  were  the  first  started  on  Jones  Falls,  followed 
soon  after  by  the  erection  of  the  Mt.  Vernon  Mills,  then  the  Clip¬ 
per  Mills.  Ml.  Wa.shington  was  changed  from  a  flour  mill  to  a 
cotton  factory.  I'he  aggregate  of  their  productions  amounts  to 
millions  per  annum.  Besides  those  on  Jones  Falls  are  the  Phee- 


nix,  Warren  and  others  on  the  Gunpowder,  with  the  Powhatan 
and  Wetherdville  on  the  Gwynns  Falls.  At  one  time  nearly  if 
not  all  the  blasting  powder  for  this  and  the  adjoining  states  was 
manufactured  at  Jamison’s  Powder  Mills  on  Gwynns  Falls  and  the 
Bellona  Powder  Works  situated  on  the  ground  now  covered  by 
Lake  Roland.  Paper  making  has  been  and  still  continues  an  im¬ 
portant  item  of  manufactures.  The  first  paper  mill  of  which  there 
isany  account  is  at  Wetherdville.  James  Dorsett  received  from  the 
Convention,  in  1775,  sura  of  400  pounds  sterling  to  enable 
him  to  open  and  start  a  paper  mill  in  Baltimore  County.  About 
the  time  of  the  war  of  1812,  Wm.  Wilson  &  Sons  and  others  estab¬ 
lished  at  Franklin  a  woolen  factory  and  paper  mill.  The  manu¬ 
facture  of  paper  was  afterwards  discontinued.  The  property  was 
purchased  by  the  Messrs.  Wethereds  in  1831,  and  the  name  was 
changed  to  Wetherdsville  which  it  now  bears.  There  are  now  six 
newspaperspublished  in  the  County,  viz:  The  “Maryland  Journal,” 
the  “  Baltimore  County  Union”  and  the  “Baltimore  County  Her¬ 
ald,”  all  three  published  at  Towsontown;  “The  Woodberry  News’* 
published  at  Woodberry;  the  “Baltimore  County  Press,”  published 
at  Powhatan, and“ThePeople’sVoice,”  publishedatReistertown. 

The  Public  School  system  offers  the  amplest  facilities  for  the 
education  of  the  children  of  all. 

Its  management  is  under  the  care  of  a  very  energetic  and  effi¬ 
cient  Board  of  Commissioners  consisting  of  the  following :  Wm. 
M.  Isaac,  Samuel  Gore,  Daniel  Jenifer,  O.  P.  Macgill  and  John 
E.  Swift. 

The  Commissioners  are  appointed  by  the  Judges  of  the  Circuit 
Court  of  this  County,  and  meet  fully  the  wants  of  the  system, 
removing  the  schools  from  partizan  influences  and  the  changes 
incident  thereto,  which  an  election  by  the  people  every  two  years 
would  produce.  The  schools  are  fully  and  promptly  supplied  with 
the  necessary  books  and  stationery  under  the  system  which  has 
prevailed  in  this  County  since  1848. 

Rigid  economy  has  been  practiced  in  the  varied  expenditures 
of  the  School  Board,  and  in  the  face  of  a  reduction  of  two  cents 
on  the  5100  on  the  County  levy  for  the  year  1876,  an  indebted¬ 
ness  of  $9,337  57,  previously  existing,  has  been  cancelled. 

A  comparison  with  the  report  of  last  year  shows  that  the  Public 
Schools  of  the  County  continue  to  grow  in  favor,  and  are  receiv¬ 
ing  the  encouragement  they  merit. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  average  attendance  is  4,964;  in  1875, 
it  was  4,619,  an  increase  of  345. 

Taking  into  consideration  that  only  19  colored  schools  were  in 
operation  in  1875,  and  28  in  the  year  1876,  the  increase  is  signif¬ 
icant.  The  amount  expended  in  1876  for  salaries  to  teachers  of 
white  schools  was  $79,170  12;  the  salaries  to  teachers  of  colored 
schools  amounted  to  $4,956  00.  The  average  salary  paid  each 
teacher  in  the  County,  including  assistants,  was  $420. 

The  value  of  school  property,  as  appraised  by  the  trustees  of 
the  various  schools  throughout  the  County,  and  taken  from  inven¬ 
tories  made  out  by  them,  is  $142,759.  This  includes  buildings, 
$85,443;  land,  $24,702 ;  scholars’ desks,  $15,500;  books,  $10,754; 
stoves  and  fixtures,  $1,770 ;  blackboards,  $863;  wall  maps,  $638; 
teachers’  desks,  $597 ;  chairs,  $213  and  other  items,  $2,285. 

FIRST  DISTRICT. 

The  First  District  is  located  just  west  of  Baltimore  City,  on  both 
sides  of  the  Frederick  Turnpike,  and  is  bounded  on  the  west  by 
Ellicott  City  and  Howard  County,  on  the  north  by  the  Second 
and  Third  Districts,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Thirteenth  District. 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  extends  along  the  whole  of  the 
south-west  border  for  a  distance  of  10  miles.  The  Baltimore  and 
Potomac  Railroad  intersects  its  eastern  portion.  The  Catonsville 
Horse-car  Railway  extends  from  Baltimore  to  Catonsville,  and  the 
Baltimore,  Calverton  and  Powhatan  Horse  Railway  extends  through 
the  northern  part  of  the  District ;  cheap  and  rapid  communica¬ 
tion  is  thus  secured.  The  surface  is  rolling  and  beautfully  diver¬ 
sified.  Numerous  merchants  of  Baltimore  City  have  their  country 
residences  near  Catonsville,  and  in  the  central  and  eastern  parts. 
Water-power  is  abundant  on  the  Patapsco  River  and  Gwynns  Falls, 
and  is  largely  improved  for  manufacturing  purposes.  Catonsville 
in  the  central  part  is  a  large  and  growing  village.  Ellicott,  City  on 
the  western  border,  is  a  flourishing  manufacturing  place.  The 
portion  of  the  District  adjoining  the  City  Line  is  a  thickly  built 
suburb  of  Baltimore.  The  Union  Manufacturing  Company  own 
a  large  tract  in  the  western  part.  The  Glen  Estate,  in  the  eastern 
part,  covers  over  1100  acres.  The  Mt.  De  Sales  Academy,  the 
Maryland  State  Insane  Asylum,  the  Maryland  Industrial  School  for 
Girls,  the  St.  Joseph’s  Passionist  Monastery,  the  Johns  Hopkins 
Colored  Orphan  Asylum  and  the  Baltimore  City  House  of  Refuge 
are  located  in  this  District,  being  in  close  proximity  to  Baltimore. 
This  in  one  of  the  wealthiest  districts  in  the  County. 

SECOND  DISTRICT. 

The  Second  District  is  situated  in  the  western  part  of  the  County, 
adjoining  Howard  and  Carroll  Counties,  and  is  bounded  on  the 
south  by  the  First  District,  on  the  east  by  the  Third  District,  and 
north  by  the  Fourth  District. 


HISTORY  AND  DESCRIPTION— CONTINUED. 


''/‘estern  Maryland  Railroad  runs  along  its  eastern  border, 
and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  runs  along  its  western  side. 

The  Liberty  Turnpike  runs  through  the  centre  of  the  District 
from  east  to  west  for  a  distance  of  9)^  miles. 

The  surface  is  rolling  and  the  soil  fertile;  large  and  well  culti¬ 
vated  farms  are  numerous.  Great  quantities  of  granite  are  ob¬ 
tained  in  the  southern  part. 

Extensive  chroThe  mines  are  worked  in  the  western  part. 
Churches  and  schools  are  numerous  and  well  conducted. 

Water-power  is  abundant  on  the  Patapsco  Falls. 

The  McDonough  Institute  and  Woodstock  College  are  located 
in  the  District.  Randallstowh,  Harrisonville,  North  Branch, 
Rockdale,  and  Granite,  are  growing  places.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  flourishing  and  rapidly  growing  places  in  the  County. 

THIRD  DISTRICT. 

The  Third  District  lies  adjoining  Baltimore  City  on  the  north¬ 
west  between  the  Ninth  and  Second  Districts,  and  extends  along 
on  both  sides  of  Reisterstown  Turnpike  for  a  distance  of  ten  miles, 
and  is  intersected  by  the  Western  Maryland  Railroad,  the  Green 
Spring  Branch  Railroad  and  the  Northern  Central  Railway  each 
with  numerous  stations.  Also  a  Horse-car  Railway  is  in  opera¬ 
tion  from  Baltimore  to  Pikesville.  Also  the  Baltimore,  Powhatan 
and  Calverton  Horse  Railroad  extends  through  the  southern  part, 
thus  securing  rapid  and  convenient  communication  over  the  whole 
District,  and  which  has  been  the  means  of  largely  enhancing  the 
value  of  property  and  causing  it  to  be  taken  up  with  the  residences 
of  Baltimore  merchants,  who  have  large  and  beautiful  places  over 
the  entire  District,  and  which  makes  it  one  of  the  most  improving 
districts  in  the  County. 

The  Reisterstown  Turnpike  extends  its  whole  length,  and  is 
almost  one  continuous  village.  A  large  portion  of  the  land  has 
been  laid  out  into  streets  and  building  lots  in  beautiful  and  eligi¬ 
ble  locations.  Druid  Hill  Park,  in  the  southern  part,  near  Balti¬ 
more,  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country. 

The  surface  is  rolling  and  the  soil  fertile  and  well  cultivated. 
Churches  and  public  schools  are  numerous.  Water-power  is 
abundant  on  Gwynns  and  Jones  Falls,  and  manufacturing  is  ex¬ 
tensively  carried  on  at  Powhatan,  Wetheredville,  Calverton,  Wood- 
berry  and  Mt.  Washington,  which  are  rapidly  growing  places. 

Mt.  Washington  is  a  beautifully  built  village,  and  is  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  numerous  merchants  doing  business  in  Baltimore.  A 
United  States  Arsenal  is  located  at  Pikesville.  Clifton,  adjoining 
the  City  Line,  is  a  thickly  built  suburb  of  Baltimore. 

THE  FOURTH  DISTRICT 

Is  one  of  the  largest  and  richest  in  the  County. 

In  this  District  is  the  very  flourishing  town  called  Reisterstown, 
which  occupies  in  length  two  miles  of  the  Baltimore  and  Reisters¬ 
town  Turnpike,  and  is  16  miles  from  Baltimore  City.  There  are 
some  very  active  merchants  composing  its  citizens,  among  them 
may  be  named  Messrs.  Wm.  Russell  &  Bro.,  at  the  upper  end  of 
the  town,  and  Mr.  A.  L.  Whiting,  at  the  lower  end.  There  are 
two  hotels  and  four  churches  and  two  fine  schools.  The  Hannah 
Moore  Academy,  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Rich,  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition. 

Worthington’s  Valley  is  still  composed  of  descendants  of  some 
of  the  old  settlers  of  the  Valley,  and  their  lands  are  well  cultivated 
and  yield  immense  crops. 

The  health  of  this  part  of  the  County  cannot  be  questioned ;  fine 
water,  pure  air  and  an  elevation  of  1,700  feet  above  tide  water 
tend  to  make  it  one  of  the  healthiest  spots  in  Maryland. 

Emory  Grove,  a  thriving  little  village  of  later  growth  than 
Reisterstown,  shows  signs  of  business  life  and  enterprise.  It  is 
situated  on  the  line  of  the  W.  M.  R.  R.,  and  a  short  distance  from 
the  beautiful  Grove  owned  and  set  apart  by  the  M.  E.  Church  of 
the  Baltimore  Conference  as  a  camp  meeting  ground. 

The  M.  E.  Church  South,  also  own  a  commodious  and  handsome 
camping  ground,  near  Finksburg  station,  in  this  District. 

In  this  District  are  the  extensive  chrome  mines  worked  by  Mr. 
Jesse  Tyson  and  others,  of  Baltimore  City.  The  yield  of  these 
mines  is  immense. 

On  the  place  owned  by  Genl.  John  N.  Carroll,  called  the 
“Caves,”  are  very  extensive  ore  banks,  which  have  yielded  the 
owner  quite  a  handsome  income. 

The  St.  Thomas’  or  Garrison  Forest  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  located  in  this  District,  was  built  before  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  war.  It  was  built  of  English  square  brick.  In  the  grave  yard 
adjoining  the  Church  may  be  found  monuments  and  tomb-stones 
nearly  200  years  old. 

THE  FIFTH  DISTRICT 

Lies  between  the  Fourth  and  Sixth  Districts,  bordering  on  the 
Carroll  County  and  Pennsylvania  lines.  The  land  in  some  sec¬ 
tions  is  very  productive,  in  other  sections  poor.  Timber  is  very 
abundant,  affording  excellent  material  for  the  many  saw  mills 


throughout  the  District.  On  the  Falls  aie  located  two  large  saw 
mills,  operated  by  Henry  Millender,  a  very  enterprising  citizen  of 
the  District,  whose  many  enterprises  afford  labor  for  a  great  num¬ 
ber  of  the  working  class  of  this  District. 

Gorsuch’s  grist  and  saw  mill  is  a  very  prominent  feature  in  the 
District,  and  the  buzz  of  saw  and  the  hum  of  the  burr  is  almost 
constantly  heard  in  this  establishment. 

Mt.  Carmel  is  a  very  prominent  point  in  the  District,  and  the 
surrounding  country  is  farmed  by  energetic  and  thrifty  farmers, 
some  of  them  being  the  descendants  of  a  few  of  the  old  settlers, 
amongst  them  may  be  mentioned  the  Gorsuchs,  Bensons,  Millers, 
and  a  little  lower  down  towards  Black  Rock,  the  Fowbles  and 
Armacosts. 

Wheat,  corn,  oats  and  rye  are  raised  extensively,  and  the  land 
yields  a  very  fair  average.  The  water  is  pure.  Limestone  is  very 
abundant ;  some  of  the  largest  quarries  are  found  in  this  District, 
which  fully  supply  the  increasing  demand  for  lime  as  a  fetilizer 
throughout  this  and  adjoining  districts. 

The  District  is  well  supplied  with  churches  and  schools,  and 
every  facility  is  offered  for  the  education  of  the  young. 

Beckleysville  is  a  very  prominent  little  town  in  the  District.  It 
derives  it  name  from  its  very  enterprising  citizen,  Jacob  Beckley, 
who  has  one  of  the  most  extensive  paper  mills  in  the  country,  and 
who  has  also  done  much  to  improve  the  town  in  the  way  of  build¬ 
ings,  &c. 

THE  SIXTH  DISTRICT. 

This  District  is  one  of  the  uppermost  in  the  County,  bordering 
on  Carroll  County  and  the  Pennsylvania  Line.  The  land  is  rugged 
and  very  hilly,  but  in  some  sections  productive. 

The  largest  paper  mills  in  the  State  are  located  on  the  Gun¬ 
powder  Falls,  in  the  upper  portion  of  this  District.  Those  owned 
by  William  H.  Hoffman,  are  carried  on  on  a  very  extensive  scale, 
and  the  production  of  paper  in  his  mills,  of  which  there  are  four 
in  number,  never  ceases  day  or  night,  except  on  the  Sabbath  and 
in  case  of  necessary  repairs.  His  grand-father  located  the  first 
mill  operated  in  this  District,  purchasing  the  land  surrounding  the 
mill  at  50  per  acre. 

Wheat,  corn  and  oats  are  grown  in  great  abundance  in  some 
portions  of  the  District,  and  great  taste  is  displayed  by  many  of 
the  farmers  in  the  arrangement  of  their  dwellings  and  out  buildings. 

Middletown  is  the  principal  town  in  this  District.  Three 
churches,  a  school  house,  quite  an  extensive  store,  and  from  eight 
to  ten  private  dwellings  constitute  its  buildings. 

The  land  in  the  immediate  vicinity  is  very  productive. 

The  District  is  well  supplied  with  schools  and  competent  teachers. 
The  families  of  the  Hoffmans,  Marshalls  and  Albans  are  very 
numerous,  and  are  composed  of  the  descendents  of  some  of  the 
original  settlers. 

THE  SEVENTH  DISTRICT 

is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Pennsylvania,  south  by  the  Eighth 
and  Tenth  Districts,  east  by  Harford  County,  and  west  by  the 
Fifth  and  Sixth  Districts, 

The  land  in  this  District,  in  some  portions,  is  very  hilly  and 
abounding  with  fine  streams  of  water,  and  immense  water-power 
for  milling  operations,  some  of  them  yet  unimproved.  Amongst 
the  most  prominent  are  Little  and  Great  Gunpowder  Falls  and 
the  ist,  2d  and  3d  Mine  Runs. 

The  land  is  productive  of  fine  crops  and  is  kept  in  a  high  state 
of  cultivation.  Wheat,  corn  and  oats  are  raised  in  abundance. 

The  York  Turnpike  and  the  N.  C.  R.  R.  run  the  entire  length 
of  the  District,  affording  every  opportunity  to  the  farmers  to  send 
their  produce  to  market  in  a  very  short  space  of  time. 

In  some  portions  of  the  District,  the  breeding  of  cattle  is  ex¬ 
tensively  carried  on,  and  dairymen  find  a  ready  market  in  Balti¬ 
more  City  for  milk  and  cream,  the  sale  of  which  is  very  remune- 
ative  to  many  living  in  the  vicinity  of  Parkton,  a  very  important 
station  on  the  line  of  the  N,  C.  R.  R.,  about  29  miles  from  Balti¬ 
more  City. 

Springs  are  numerous  and  the  water  cannot  be  surpassed. 

Among  the  old  settlers  of  the  District  may  be  mentioned, 
Benjamin  Conden,  Major  Guest  Vaughen,  Adam  Browns,  George 
Elliott,  William  St.  Clair,  Stephen  Collett,  Edward  Parrish.  _a, 
revoulutionarv  soldier.

Pleasant  Hunter,  the  owner  and  proprietor  of  the  “Half-way 
House”  on  the  York  turnpike,  has  long  been  identified  with  the 
interests  of  his  district  and  county,  and  the  old  stand  at  Wiseburg 
which  he  now  occupies,  has  long  been  a  place  of  rest  to  travelers 


between  Baltimore  City  and  the  different  sections  of  Pennsylvania, 
It  was  used  as  an  important  stopping  place  during  the  days  of  stage 
coaches,  before  the  N.  C.  R.  R.  was  established. 

^jlgw^MarJ^  is  the  principal  town  in  this  District ;  its  post 
officeisKnown  as  the  '^Man^landLin^' *  The  town  is  well  sup* 
plied  with  churches,  storwanS^cfiooIs^  It  is  located  on  the  York 
Turnpike,  a  short  distance  from  the  Pennsylvania  Line. 

THE  EIGHTH  DISTRICT 

is  the  fourth  largest  District  in  the  County,  containing  63  square 
miles.  While  it  has  more  than  the  average  proportion  of  good 
lands,  it  has,  in  addition,  vast  mineral  wealth.  Its  iron  ore  beds 
are  found  near  its  northern  boundary  on  the  Piney  Run,  and  at 
intervals  until  it  reaches  the  southern  boundary  on  the  Rider  prop¬ 
erty.  The  Oregon  banks  have  been  worked  continually  for  33 
years,  and  those  in  the  neighborhood  of  Timonium  and  Luther¬ 
ville  nearly  as  long.  The  ore  is  of  the  finest  quality. 

Marble  is  found  on  the  Scott  property  on  Western  Run,  but  the 
largest  bodies  are  on  Beaver  Dam,  half  a  mile  west  of  Cockeysville ; 
these  quarries  are  connected  with  the  Northern  Central  R.  R.  at 
that  point.  The  railroad  connection  became  necessary  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  Messrs.  Connolly  having  contracted  to  furnish  the 
monolithic  columns  for  the  Capitol  building  at  Washington;  being 
so  heavy  they  could  only  be  moved  from  the  quarry  on  a  railroad 
car.  The  marble  for  the  magnificent  City  Hall,  in  Baltimore  City, 
came  from  these  quarries.  Large  bodies  of  limestone  are  found  in 
various  localities  in  the  District.  The  largest  quarries  are  in  Texas, 
where  the  railroad  runs  for  nearly  a  mile  through  a  solid  bed  of 
the  finest  alum  limestone.  There  is  an  immense  business  con¬ 
ducted  in  lime  at  this  point.  Baltimore  City  consumes  large  quan¬ 
tities  for  building  purposes,  while  the  farmers  of  Maryland  and 
Virginia  purchase  for  agricultural  purposes  tens  of  thousands  of 
bushels  annually. 

At  the  head  of  the  manufacturing  interests  in  the  District  are 
the  Ashland  Iron  Works,  capable  of  producing  600  tons  per  week. 
The  Warren  Cotton  Manufactory  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  State. 
Paper  manufactories,  grist  and  saw  mills  are  numerous. 

Churches  of  every  denomination  (many  of  most  creditable 
architecture)  are  found  to  accommodate  every  person  with  con¬ 
venience.  Private  and  public  schools  abound,  all  well  conducted. 

The  largest  public  institutions,  are  the  Lutheran  Female  College 
and  the  County  Almshouse. 

The  healthfulness  of  the  District  is  remarkable,  although  not 
confined  to  localities;  it  is  a  wonderful  fact,  that  not  many  years 
ago,  there  was  upon  five  adjoining  properties,  seven  persons  resid¬ 
ing  whose  ages  ranged  from  75  to  102. 

Among  the  farms  commencing  from  the  northern  line,  we  note 
those  of  Thomas  Talbott  and  Dickinson  Gorsuch,  passing  to  the 
south-west  we  go  through  the  “Quaker  bottom,”  among  the  many 
well  conducted  farms  that  of  Samuel  Price  seems  to  be  the  best. 

Two  of  the  most  productive  and  best  cultivated  farms  adjoin, 
those  of  Edwin  Scott  and  Joseph  Bosley,  each  have  been  success¬ 
ful  men  and  to-day  own  a  gooMeaTmore  land  than  they  inherited ; 
both  belonging  to  families  who  are  counted  among  the  old  settlers  . 
of  the  County.  Their  crops  of  corn  and  grass  have  never"  been 
exceeded  by  any  farmer  in  the  County. 

Lovington,  the  home  of  Capt.  Thomas  Love,  is  a  fine  estate, 
comprising  about  600  acres,  and  about  evenly  divided  by  the 
York  Turnpike,  the  i6th  mile-stone  being  on  the  property. 
Capt.  Love  was  the  pioneer  in  the  cream  and  milk  business, 
when  railroad  transportation  was  first  utilized,  having  established 
his  dairy  nearly  40  years  ago,  during  the  whole  of  which  period, 
in  more  than  one  instance,  he  has  supplied  the  same  customer. 
The  dairy  consists  of  about  60  cows;  one  of  the  best  results  is 
the  manure  that,  by  proper  application,  has  brought  the  farm  into 
the  highest  state  of  fertility.  The  wheat  and  oat  crop  the  present 
season,  being  second  to  none  in  the  District. 

“Hayfields,”  the  home  of  John  .  Merr^man^  is  a  well  known 
place,  it  comprises  nearly  600  acres,  and  is  in  a  high  state  of  cul¬ 
tivation.  Mr.  Merryman  takes  great  interest  in  cattle  and  sheep. 
His  Herefords  have  a  national  reputation,  having  taken  several 
prizes  at  the  Centennial  Cattle  Show  last  year,  and  before  the  war 
were  successfully  exhibited  at  Richmond,  Va.,  Chicago,  St.  Louis 
and  Cincinnatti.  His  Sheep  are  bred  for  mutton,  for  which  he 
has  established  a  first  rate  reputation.  At  shearing  time  he  turned 
out  200,  which  number  has  been  reduced  19,  killed  by  dogs. 

“Hayfields”  was  originally  purchased  by  Col.  N.  M.  BoUey  in 
1 808, 'and' was  so  successluliy  ’managed  that  tite  Maryland  Agn- 
cultural  Society,  in  1824,  awarded  him  the  prize  offered  by  it  for 
the  best  cultivated  farm.  It  is  a  masonic  silver  tankard.  The 
Society  delegated  Gen.  Lafayette  (who  was  then  the  guest  of  the 
United  States)  to  present  the  tankard,  which  adds  to  its  value. 

It  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Merryman. 

“Barrett’s  Delight,”  now  the  home  of  Dr.  B.  Rush  Ridgely, 
is  one  of  the  best  cultivated  farms  in  the  District,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  one  of  the  most  interesting,  from  the  fact  that  it  was  occu- 
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pied  by  Edward  Talbott,  as  early  as  1 742,  whose  lineal  descendant 
Dr.  Ridgely  is,  he  having  inherited  it  from  the  late  Aquilla  Talbott, 
than  whom  no  man  ever  lived  in  the  Eighth  District  who  more 
justly  deserved  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  community. 

The  properties  of  Georgg^  H.  and  Henry  Merrymar^re  fine  es- 
states,  extending  into  the  famous  Dulaney’s  Valley.  Patrons  of 
the  Hampton  estate  are  also  in  the  District,  and  two  of  the  farms 
have  lately  been  improved  by  the  erection  of  fine  mansions.  The 
Rider  property  contains  a  good  body  of  land,  adjoining  which  are 
the  beautiful  homes  of  William  O.  Wilson  and  Henry  Kellogg, 
the  latter  containing  nearly  600  acres.  A  short  distance  to  the  west 
is  “Brooklanwood,”  the  splendid  estate  of  Alexander  D.  Brown, 
containing  nearly  2,000  acres. 

The  value  of  property  in  this  District  is  greatly  enhanced  from 
the  fact  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway  and  York  Turnpike  tra¬ 
versing  the  whole  distance  from  south  to  north. 

NINTH  DISTRICT. 

The  Ninth  District  adjoins  Baltimore  City  on  the  north,  and  is 
bounded  on  the  east  by  the  Eleventh  and  Tw'elfth  Districts,  and 
on  the  north  by  the  Eighth  District,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Third 
District. 

This  is  the  richest  and  most  populous  District  in  the  County. 
The  southern  part  is  a  thickly  built  suburb  of  Baltimore. 

The  Northern  Central  Railroad,  with  its  numerous  stations,  ex¬ 
tends  along  and  through  the  whole  western  side.  A  Narrow-gauge 
Railroad  from  Baltimore  to  Towsontown  and  the  proposed  Mary¬ 
land,  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  Railroad  is  to  run  through  the 
central  part  from  east  to  west.  An  Horse-car  Railway  is  also 
running  from  Baltimore  to  Towsontown. 

The  York  Turnpike  extends  through  the  centre  of  the  District 
the  whole  length  from  north  to  south,  and  the  Haverford  Turn¬ 
pike  runs  along  the  south-east  line. 

The  surface  is  rolling  and  beautifully  diversified,  the  soil  fertile 
and  well  cultivated.  Most  of  the  land  is  owned  by  the  wealthy 
merchants  of  Baltimore  City,  and  there  is  probably  no  district  in 
in  America  that  has  so  many  beautiful  country  places. 

The  conduit  line  for  conveying  water  from  Gunpowder  Falls  to 
Baltimore  City  is  situated  in  this  District.  The  water  is  to  be 
carried  9  miles,  through  a  tunnel  7  miles  long,  cut  through  the 
earth — 5  miles  of  the  distance  is  a  very  hard  rock — it  is  to  have  15 
shafts,  and  the  cost  is  estimated  at  I3, 000, 000.  This,  when  com¬ 
pleted,  will  be  the  largest  tunnel  in  America;  it  is  to  be  circular 
shape  and  12  feet  in  diameter. 

Water-power  is  abundant  on  the  Jones  Falls,  and  is  extensively 
used  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

Towsontown,  the  County  seat,  is  in  the  northern  central  part, 
and  is  beautifully  located. 

Oxford,  Friendship,  Waverly,  Hampden  and  Woodberry  are  in 
the  sauthern  part,  and  are  beautiful  and  rapidly  growing  places. 

The  Sheppard  Asylum  and  Notre  Dame  Academy  and  Convent 
are  located  in  this  District. 

TENTH  DISTRICT. 

The  Tenth  District  lies  between  the  Northern  Central  Railway 
and  Harford  County  Line,  and  adjoins  the  Seventh  and  Eighth 
Districts. 

The  land  is  very  rolling,  but  productive  of  fine  crops  of  wheat, 
com,  oats  and  hay. 

Monkton,  Phoenix  and  Glencoe  are  three  flourishing  villages 


situated  within  its  limits.  The  growth  of  Monkton  is  to  be  attrib¬ 
uted  to  the  enterprising  spirit  of  Samuel  Miller,  Esq.,  who,  through 
his  good  business  tact  and  enterprise,  has  brought  it  to  what  it  is. 
Glencoe,  owned  entirely  by  Joseph  Howell,  Esq.,  is  a  beautiful 
summer  resort,  and  can  boast  of  as  handsome  a  hotel  and  a  beau¬ 
tiful  scenery  as  Baltimore  County  affords.  The  large  cotton  facto¬ 
ry  at  Phoenix,  which  at  one  time  gave  employment  to  a  large 
number  of  hands,  is  now  idle,  which  is  a  great  drawback  to  the 
town. 

The  Distr'^'t  abounds  with  good  water,  being  supplied  with 
numerous  sp* 

Henry  Carroll,  Esq.,  is  the  owner  and  occupant  of  a  large  tract 
which  has  been  in  the  Carroll  family  for  many  years ;  the  buildings 
on  the  place  are  of  the  best,  and  great  taste  is  displayed  in  the  ar¬ 
rangement  of  the  grounds  and  buildings. 

Many  of  the  descendants  of  the  first  settlers  still  reside  in  the 
District,  among  them  may  be  mentioned  those  of  Hutchins,  Emory, 
Howard  and  Slades. 

The  District  is  well  supplied  with  churches  and  schools.  The 
St.  James  Episcopal  Church  is  over  100  years  old.  The  Metho¬ 
dists  in  and  around  Monkton  have  quite  a  handsome  structure  in 
that  place,  on  a  site  commanding  a  view  of  many  miles. 

ELEVENTH  DISTRICT. 

The  Eleventh  District  is  one  of  the  largest  districts  in  the  County, 
and  lies  adjoining  Harford  County  in  the  eastern  part  of  Balti¬ 
more  County.  The  Twelfth  District  adjoins  it  on  the  south,  and 
the  Ninth  and  Tenth  Districts  on  the  west. 

The  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad  runs 
near  its  southern  border,  and  the  Northern  Central  Railway  near 
its  western  border.  The  Maryland,  Pennsylvania  and  New  York 
Railway  is  projected  through  the  centre  of  the  District.  The  Har¬ 
ford  Turnpike  runs  through  its  whole  length,  and  the  northern 
branch  of  the  Hartford  Turnpike  runs  through  the  southern  part, 
thus  affording  good  facilities  for  transportation  to  Baltimore  City, 
which  is  the  market. 

Public  schools  and  churches  of  all  denominations  are  numerous 
and  well  conducted. 

The  surface  is  rolling  and  the  soil  fertile,  especially  in  the  upper 
part,  and  is  remarkably  well  watered. 

Water-power  is  abundant  along  the  Little  Gunpowder  Falls. 

At  Recordsville  is  an  extensive  manufactory  of  fertilzers,  owned 
by  Henry  Record.  Large  cotton  mills  are  located  at  Franklin- 
ville,  and  copper  works  on  the  Big  Gunpowder  Falls,  near  Green¬ 
wood. 

THE  TWELFTH  DISTRICT 

is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Harford  Turnpike,  on  the  east  by 
Bird  River  and  the  Gunpowder,  on  the  south  by  the  Gunpowder 
River  and  Chesapeake  Bay,  and  on  the  w'est  by  the  Patapsco 
River  and  the  Baltimore  City  Line. 

The  District  was  settled  in  the  portion  lying  in  the  “necks” 
by  families  named  Green,  Peregoy,  Shaw  and  Bowen.  In  the 
forest,  or  upper  portion,  by  the  Catches,  Burgens,  Borleys, 
Johnsons  Germans  and  Parletts. 

The  land  in  some  portions  of  this  District  is  very  rich,  and  by 
careful  working  is  made  to  yield  very  productive  crops.  Garden¬ 
ing  is  carried  on  to  a  very  great  extent.  Grain  growing  is  not  very 
extensive,  as  the  lands  are  divided  into  small  places  ranging  from 
10  to  70  acres,  and  are  more  suitable  for  trucking  than  farming. 

The  Philadelphia  and  Belair  Turnpike  traverse  the  entire  length 


of  the  District  from  west  to  east,  and  both  are  thickly  populated. 
Some  of  the  largest  beer  breweries  in  the  country  are  located  on 
and  between  these  two  turnpikes. 

The  southern  side  of  the  Harford  Pike  lies  in  this  District  from 
the  City  limits  to  the  nth  District  or  head  of  White  Marsh  Run. 

Many  of  the  descendents  of  the  originial  settlers  still  own  and 
occupy  the  land  settled  by  their  ancestors,  some  of  which  lands 
have  never  changed  hands  by  deed. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  P.  W.  &  B.  R.  R.  are  what  are  called 
the  “necks,”  supplied  with  fine  drives  leading  to  the  Middle, 
Back  and  Patapsco  Rivers,  on  the  shores  of  which  are  found  the 
finest  fishing  and  gunning  in  the  country. 

This  portion  of  the  District  was  made  memorable  during  the 
war  of  1812,  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  by  the 
defeat  of  the  British  forces,  5,000  strong,  under  Genl.  Ross,  who 
was  killed  in  the  advance  made  by  him  on  Baltimore  City  as  he 
approached  said  city  on  the  North  Point  road,  and  when  within 
six  miles  of  the  City.  The  supposed  spot  where  he  fell  is  marked 
by  a  monument. 

The  Methodist  and  Lutheran  denominations  seem  to  be  in  the 
ascendency  in  this  District.  Both  are  well  supplied  with  good, 
substantial  churches.  The  Lutherans  have  a  very  n^t  brick 
church  located  at  Gardenville,  2  miles  from  the  City,  on  the  Belair 
road.  It  has  a  large  and  active  membership,  and  great  pride  and 
taste  is  displayed  in  the  arrangement  and  keeping  of  the  grounds 
about  the  building.  The  same  denomination  has  a  very  large 
structure  at  Highlandtown. 

The  Catholic  church,  at  the  same  place,  is  of  very  large  dimen¬ 
sions  and  stands  on  a  hill  of  great  prominence. 

Canton  has  become  a  thriving  place  in  this  District,  being  the 
seat  of  some  of  the  largest  manufactories  in  the  country.  Among 
them  may  be  found  a  large  Copper  Smelting  Establishment,  Bold- 
mann  &  Sons'  extensive  Iron  Bridge  Works,  Tyson’s  Chesapeake 
Iron  Furnace,  Stickney*s  large  Cast  Iron  Furnace  and  Baker  Bros. 
Chemical  Works,  covering  several  acres  of  land.  Two  large 
Elevators,  one  owned  by  the  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  and  the  other  by  the 
Canton  Co.  Coal  Oil  Refineries  are  very  numerous,  three-fourths 
of  all  the  oil  refined  in  the  State  is  refined  at  these  works. 

Foss  &  Homer’s  Pork  Packing  Establishment  is  one  of  the  most 
complete  and  extensive  in  the  State. 

Bayview  Asylum,  for  the  poor  of  the  City  and  County,  is  located 
in  this  District,  and  for  architectural  beauty  and  finish,  cannot  be 
excelled  in  the  country.  From  its  portico  there  is  a  grand  view 
of  the  Chesapeake  Bay  and  surrounding  rivers. 

THIRTEENTH  DISTRICT. 

The  Thirteenth  District  is  the  smallest  in  extent  of  any  in  the 
County.  It  is  situated  in  the  southern  part  and  adjoins  the  City 
of  Baltimore  on  the  south-west,  Anne  Arundel  Uounty  and  the 
Potomac  River  adjoins  it  on  the  south,  and  the  First  District  on 
the  north.  It  is  intersected  by  the  Baltimore  and  Potomac  Rail¬ 
road  and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad. 

The  soil  is  well  cultivated,  market  gardening  being  extensively 
carried  on.  The  part  adjoining  the  City  Line  is  being  rapidly  laid 
out  into  streets  and  lots. 

Relay  House,  or  St.  Denis,  in  the  south-western  part,  is  a  beau¬ 
tiful  and  flourishing  place.  The  Manual  Labor  School  Farm  is 
located  in  the  eastern  part,  and  the  St.  Agnes  Hospital  near  the 
northern  line.
